Deflation Postponed 

The coal strike is over so far ns 
Alberta is concerned, unless the 
striking miners refuse to accept 
the bargain made by their repre- 
sentatives with the mine opera- 
tors. There is no apparent reason 
why they should do that, and 
there is said to be little doubt 
that they will go back to work 
forthwith. The arrangement 1s 
that for the time wages are to be 
cut fifteen per cent. from the for 
mer scale. But when seventy five 
per cent. of the operators in the 
soft coal fields of the United 
States have signed the Cleveland 
agreement the scale fixed in that 
agreement is to come into effect 
in Alberta. This, the operators 
agree, means that the miners will 
go back practically without any 
reduction in pay, as the U. 8. op- 
erators generally are disposed to 
ficcept the Cleveland arrangement. 
In other words, the strikers have 
won, and the »ublie will have to 
pay Coa: priove-based-on the same 
cost of production as last winter. 

Barring the refusal of the min- 
ers to stand by the bargain, the 
danger of a coal famine in the 
Western provinces is ended, That 
is, unless the people of Manitoba 
refuse to buy Alberta coal and in 
sist on having the Pennsylvania 
or Welsh product, which ‘would 
not be at all out of keeping with 
their attitude in past years. In 
that event the situation in that 
province jwill ‘be beyond concern 
of ‘the Alberta operators and min- 
ers, and they will have only the 
requirements of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan to meet. Though the 
reserves fiave been burned wp, 
enough coal can be taken out of 
the Alberta mines to meet the 
needs of ‘these two provinces in 
almost.any sort of weather. 

There is nothing in the terms, 
however, to give the prairie con- 
sumer, or the ‘Alberta consumer 
either, hope that he will get coal 
next winter for less money than 
it cost him last winter, The price 
that has to be charged for coal 
depends upon the cost of produe- 
ing it. ‘The largest item in the 
production cost is the wage bill.
